Uucnu'i Timid. 


Before the smoke of battle has lilt- 


ed, giving the Tionrbon chiefs an oppor- 
tunity to realize the magnitude of this 
their latest and most overwhelming 
condemnation by the country, some of 
them are heard {proposing to continue 
their ever-losing, never-winning war- 
fare against the inevitable. Probably 
it is the force of habit which impels 
them to this persistence in the course 
of blind folly. They have been thrash- 
ed so often, beaten so mercilessly, .and 
as a party have been so long stone dead, 
that all sensibility is gone. It docs not 
hurt a corpse to beat it. For the same 
reason, the old Bourbon party is a body 
past hurting by beating. Why should 
this latest and worst of its beatings in- 
duce it to discontinue its long-fixed 
habit of receiving a periodical meaning? 
Some of its insensible chiefs fail to see 
any reason why. 


But there is the best of reasons. 


Upon the basis of this year's census, 
the section in whose solidity all the 
hopes of the old corpse are centered 
will soon cease to present a political ba- 
sis on which any hope whatever for the 
resurrection of the old corpse can be 
built. In the next election of the 
quadrennial monarch, the Southern poli- 
ticians, however solid they may be, will 
not represent the power of 1H3 in 369 
Presidential votes. They will not be 
able, with the aid of one or two North- 
ern States, to capture the government. 
The old corpse must abandon, hence- 
forth, all hope of regaining life or pow- 
er on that basis. The Solid South may 
as well be broken up at once for all the 
hope it will herealter be able to nourish 
of regaining power with the aid of a 
small section of northern votes. 
With 


the Solid South broken up, or not bro- 
ken up, what, then, [is the use of the 
old Bourbon corpse continuing its ever- 
losing struggle against the inevitable ? 
II the managers of the dead old party 
had any sense, they would determine at 
once to disband and suffer the decayed 
cadaver to dissolve into its [primitive 
atoms. Oat of such atoms, combined 
with other atoms from a rival body 
which would straightway begin to fall 
to pieces, new life in the presence of 
some new public emergency would in 
due time appear,and be clothed in a oew 
body which the country would not iden- 
tify aa the old corpse of the putrid rem- 
iniscence.
